During your initial luncheon with Ambassador Gates, 
you asked us to prepare certain materials to be used by 
Ambassador Gates after his arrival in Peking. 

President's Letter to Premier Hua . Attached for 
your approval is a draft prepared by Dick Solomon and 
gone over by us. 

Talking Points for Meeting with Hua . We are work- 
ing these over now, and should have them to you later 
today. For reasons we would like to discuss orally 
with you, these will probably be less elaborate than 
•you may have had in mind. 

Arranging Meeting with Hua . You said that you 
.wanted to ensure that Ambassador Gates has an oppor- 
tunity for a tour d 1 horizon with Hua, and that" he ' : '**-' 

: should report back if he is unable to obtain the meeting 
with Hua. We suggest the following procedure: He will 

-. request a courtesy call on Foreign Minister Ch'iao. In 
■ that call, he will attempt to avoid a general discussion 
of the type you want him to have with Hua. He will 
.express the hope that it will be possible for him to 
meet with Hua and say that he has a letter from President 
Ford to Hua. If Ch'iao asks that the letter be given to 
him for delivery, we believe that Gates will have to 
comply. Otherwise, if Gates is given an appointment with 
Hua, he wxll send the letter through the Foreign Ministry 
a day in advance, so that it can be translated* and read 
by Hua before the meeting. If Gates is not given an 
appointment within three or four weeks, he will report 
back for instructions.
